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This study analyzes the case in which Korean public education overcame the crisis of school lockdown, 
student neglect, and academic performance declining in the context of COVID 19. Starting in the spring 
of 2020, Korea has closed the school space where public education is operated in elementary, middle 
and high schools to prevent the spread of COVID 19. As the online non-face-to-face classes were 
conducted entirely, suddenly the pressure for teachers to make educational content was serious and 
faced a crisis. However, the Korean government has systematically operated a public education platform 
that can replace traditional face-to-face school education into the class content area and the school 


operation area. 


The purpose of this study is to derive the principles and implications that the government's supportive 
policy was used to help Open Education overcome the educational crisis during the pandemic. To this 
end, as of the time of the COVID19 epidemic in 2020, we will examine the role of the open education 
platform that the government directly operated in Korea, and how the public perception and use 
surrounding it have changed. First, official statistics released by the National Assembly and the Ministry 
of Education are collected and analyzed. In addition, the responses of teachers in the school field are 


collected and analyzed through newspaper articles and interviews. 


The main results of the study are as follows. First, the Korean government divided school education 
into content and management among pandemics, and supported each of them with different platforms. 
This method has been developed to reduce the risk of risk and maintain and develop the existing classes 
and administration of different public platforms. Second, as an educational content platform, 
educational broadcasting, which has been operated since the 1980s to reduce private education expenses, 
is used as a major content platform. did. EBS lectures are experienced by elementary, middle, and high 
school students and teachers, and there is great social trust in the quality of lecture contents. The Korean 
government has also actively secured the revised supplementary budget for education against COVID19 
crisis to stably promote the development of contents and technical support for terminals, and network, 
etc., as well as the expansion of servers for remote classes. Third, the online class system and the 
national intranet for education administration, which had been used for school management, were now 
used as a classroom and school operation platform in non-face-to-face mode. It was possible for that 
mostly 100% of primary and secondary schools in Korea are managed through a single public intranet 


for accounting, manpower, and student information. Therefore, even under COVID19, it was possible 


to efficiently manage the data of online class participation and online class operation. 


In this way, by activating public education platforms, Korea is now getting over the crisis in their public 


education with preventing the worst situation in which public education collapses. 
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
